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TreLooGoo Mission. Mr. Clough, of the station at Ongole, reports whole villages 
turning to Jesus, and three hundred awaiting baptism. The brethren continue to 
urge the importance of a Theological Institution for the training of native preachers 
for the wide and opening fields. In quite a number of villages the people have de- 
molished their gods and temples, and formally renounced idolatry. See p. 434. 


Sram. Dr. Dean describes a recent visit to the church members and others in 
Banplasoi, to encourage the weak and set in order things that were defective. He 
also describes the baptism of five more Chinese, and gives a touching account of a 
family scene, illustrating the Chinese care of the aged and blind. The native converts 
show much liberality in carrying forward the work of the mission. See p. 439. 


Burmau. Mr. Haswell gives an interesting account of a visit to K’ Mahwet, show- 
ing the progress of the converts at that station in knowledge and piety. The native 
preacher reports additional baptisms at the same place, and the prospect is that a 
new Burmese church will shortly be organized there. The work grows on every 
hand. 

Mr. Rand describes the state of the Karen schools at Maulmain and vicinity. Con- 
siderable time is spent in them in the study of the Bible. The Government aid hitherto 
granted has been of great advantage, but fears are entertained that the schools may 
decline for want of funds. Some Karen villages, ten miles from Amherst, proposed to 
build a school-house, if they can have help for the roofing. 

Mrs. Van Meter maintains the necessity of the Normal School in Bassein as an in- 
strument of the salvation of the people, and a help in calling out and training teach- 
ers and theological students, But more funds are needed in this department. More 
pupils offer themselves than the mission can support. There is great need of more 
native preachers, and of the means of sending them forth and sustaining them in the 
field. 

The various missionaries to the Karens in Burmah have forwarded an appeal on 
the subject of a higher education for that people than is now provided for, sketching, 
in fact, the nucleus of a college curriculum. The communication will be found on p. 
437. 
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SwepeEn. Mr. Broady presents an interesting account of the school for preachers 
at Stockholm and of the recent and former graduates. He advocates a four years’ 
course of study and the elevation of the preparatory training. Notices are also for- 
warded of the state and brightening prospects of the work, and of the passage of a 
recent law, giving to dissenters from the National Church full political rights. See p. 


442. 


Spain. Prof. Knapp gives an account of the organization of the First Baptist 
Church in Madrid, with the list of its officers, and the present state of the work; also, 
of the difficulties of the position and the wants of the work. 


GERMANY. The work in Southern Russia goes forward. New cases of baptism aré 
reported at Alt-Danzig ; also in the vicinity of Odessa. 
The Danish Association has recently held its annual meeting, and favorable reports

PRission to the Teloogoos. 


LETTER FROM Mr. CLouGH. 


Whole Villages Turning to Jesus, On- 
gole, Aug. 6, 1870.— Our work still 
moves on like a noble river. Every month 
I hear of whole villages that are casting 
away their idols and turning to Jesus for 
salvation; 183 have united with us since 
January ist. The last company, fifteen in 
number, were baptized last Sabbath. Bra. 
Timpany and McLaurin were present, 
having come up to see the place, preach- 
ers, people, etc., etc., with us. Br. Me- 
Laurin was highly pleased with all he saw ; 
we are glad, because he will have so much 
more courage to wade through the Teloo- 
goo roots and idioms. 


Three Hundred Awaiting Baptism. 

Our native preacher, Kondiah, support- 
ed by the Sabbath-school in Burlington, 
Iowa, who labors north-west of Cum- 
bum, and between that city and the 
Ghauts, stated that he thought that at 
least 300 on his field were ready for bap- 
tism. I am off for that locality within 
two or three days. The weather is very 
hot, but I believe I shall be taken .care of, 
and have no fears. 


THE MISSIONS. 


Bible Class. The month of May and 
part of June the native preachers, school- 
teachers, etc., were all in Ongole. We 
formed ourselves into a Bible class, and 
together went over the Epistles to Timo- 
thy and Titus, 

A few months ago I wrote in behalf of 
the Teloogoo Mission, begging for the 
Theological school which I have men- 
tioned so many times during the past 
three years. I hope God has given the 
request favor in the sight of the Exec- 
utive Committee and the Baptists of 
America. The need is great; but I need 
say no more than I wrote. I have noth- 
ing new to say, and nothing to take 
away. 


Letrrer From Mr. McLaurin. 


Mercies Received. Ramapatam, June 
4, 1870. When thinking at first on the 
subject of missions, I think I prayed from 
the bottom of my heart, ‘* Teach me Thy 
way, O Lord, and lead me in a plain 
path.” And surely in a marvellous man- 
ner, He has answered that prayer. I feel 
persuaded more and more every day that 
“ All things work together for good to 
them that love God, to them who are the 
called according to His purpose.” While 
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some people receive this good in the shape 
of afflictions and reverses and thwartings 
of schemes, I and mine have received 
ours in goodness and mercy, following us 
all our way and even in India. ‘ The 
lines have fallen unto us in pleasant places, 
and the Lord has blessed us with a goodly 
heritage.” The clear, plain path He 
opened up before me with reference tomy 
friends in Canada, the happy termination 
He put to the delay of last year in Wood- 
stock, which sent us over sea and land in 
less than eight weeks, landed us here in 
the cool season, just after br. Timpany had 
removed to Ramapatam, two months sooner 
than at first intended, and sent us a Moon- 
shee as soon as we were ready for one ; 
and to Ramapatam, a delightfully cool, 
pleasant place by the sea-shore, where we 
have no fear but that we may become lazy, 
and where we had the great pleasure and 
privilege of attending the Convention in 
March and assisting in making the breth- 
ren and sisters comfortable, — these are a 
few of the mercies we have received since 
we left the loved land beyond the flood. 
Mrs. McLaurin is better in health at pres- 
ent than she has been for some years, 
certainly since I saw her. I never felt 
better in my life, although I would feel 
better if I could get along faster with the 
Teloogoo. We bave not had a day’s sick- 
ness since we landed. O how thankful we 
should be! 


Importance of Theological Instruction. 
The brethren had a good meeting in 
March. They were singularly unanimous 
in all their schemes and plans. Of course, 
knowing nothing of the field or its wants, 
I could offer no advice, and help them in 
little, except routine business. I hope the 
Committee has given a favorable response 
tothe education scheme. A mission which 
has over a thousand members at present, 
and we hope and believe, thousands more 
before the end of this year, requires some 
system of teaching native pastors and as- 
sistants. What are we going to do with 
them? We dare not leave them in their 
ignorance. We cannot teach one in a 
hundred of them. Of course, grave ques- 
tions will arise about this. “ A little learn- 
ing is a dangerous thing,” unless of the 
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right ring. It is hard to educate these 
men without separating them from their 
people, that is giving them an improper 
feeling of superiority ; but still it must be 
done. They must be raised, and gradu- 
ally they must raise their people. It will 
be no fool’s business to train these men. 
The man must know the work these men 
have to do. He must know the people 
they have to instruct, and he must know 
his men too, 

The Ramapatam compound appears to 
have been given for this purpose. Here 
we are cool and comfortable, while they 
are melting with heat in Nellore and On- 


gole. 


Continued Baptisms. God is dealing 
very graciously with the mission. Br. 
Clough baptized twelve last month, and 
expects to go to the water to-morrow. 
At Nellore there is unusual interest just 
now. O God, bring many souls out of it. 
Br. Timpany, in his last visit out, baptized 
thirty. To-morrow we expect quite a 
number in. They are coming as I write, 
salaaming with gleaming faces. ‘There is 
considerable light in their featu.es, though 
there is considerable dark too. 


Baptism — Renouncing Idolatry. June 
6.— Yesterday was a good day for the 
“ Lone Star Mission.” I baptized eleven 
into the likeness of their Lord and Master. 
Many more would have been in, only that 
it is threshing time with them, and all 
cannot leave at the same time. Whole 
villages are believing. In quite anumber 
they have torn down their gods and tem- 
ples, and formally renounced idolatry. 


Home Questions for Christians. Shall 
we follow in the footsteps of our conquer- 
ing Lord? Is this mighty revival to be 
followed up? How? It is as impossible 
for the men here at present to do it, as 
for you in America. We have only half 
the year. The sun would kill us the rest.. 
It appears to me simply wicked for a man 
to pray for such a revival as this in a mis- 
sion, and then not give for the purpose of 
following itup. When we pray for a 
thing, do we not pray too, for all the nat- 
ural and necessary results? When we 
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pray that the heathen should be discipled, 
do we not pray that they should be bap- 
tized and taught? Are we at liberty to 
pray the Commission by pieces, or is it in 
its entirety we should present it ? 


Giving Good Evidence. Some of those 
men baptized yesterday never saw a 
preacher, native or foreign, and never 
heard of Jesus until a few weeks ago. 
And yet it seemed as if there was no mis- 
take about their conversion. One man 
said that he felt it in his soul, and we 
could not shake him. He knew it. Yes- 
terday, I was trying, through an interpre- 
ter, to give them a short account of the 
Bible story, from the Creation to the As- 
cension of Christ. O, it was painful to 
see the amazement depicted on their 
faces; they had never heard so much 
Bible before. 

We cannot realize their position. And 
then, when we remember the kind of men 
we have to teach them, I often wonder that 
any of them are exemplary. But God 
keeps them, and will keep them by His 
mighty power, through faith unto salva- 
tion. 

We expect good news from Nellore and 
Ongole in a few days. We cannot give 
up praying for their conversion, for their 
teaching. Jehovah Jireh. 

The most of these people came a dis- 
tance of forty miles, some came sixty, 
with their rice on their backs.

Lerrer FROM Mr. Ranp. 


Karen School in Maulmain. — Maul- 
main, July 6, 1870. — The school seems to 
be flourishing under the instruction of 
teacher Pah-thay, for the Sgau, and 
Kya-o, for the Pwo department. Both of 
these teachers, I think, have spent some 
time in Dr. Binney’s school. There are 
fifty scholars, two thirds of whom are boys. 
The most advanced are studying Dr. 
Wade’s Grammar, Mr. Cross’s Arithmetic, 
and Mrs. Thomas’ Geography. The Pwos 


use Mr. Brayton’s Arithmetic. Consider- 
able time is spent reading and studying 
the Bible. They spend several hours in the 
school-room during the day, and an hour 
in the evening, when they do not come to 
sing. Some of the scholars are learning 
to read. This ought not to be so, and I 
hope in a few years, the standard of schol- 
arship will be raised in this school, and 
schools established in the villages, so that 
the latter may be feeders for the former. 

I am afraid we shall not be able to 
continue the school more than a month 
longer, for want of funds. The school 
has had government aid for two years, and 
the promise of aid this year ; but I do not 
feel so sanguine about receiving it, because 
there have been so many changes here 
lately. ‘Still, I may be happily disap- 
pointed. 

I cannot speak definitely concerning 
the village schools, as I have not been 
here long enough. I know, however, that 
one or two are destitute. 


Karen Building near Amherst. We 
spent the month of April at Amherst, by 
advice of the friends there, and br. James 
Haswell walked out with me about ten 
miles to visit a Karen village. They 
promised to build a. school-house and 
chapel combined, if we could pay for the 
roofing. So Dr. Haswell gave them five 
rupees and I gave them five more, when 
they came to the ordination at Amherst. 
I have not heard from the village lately. 


State of the Churches. 1 cannot speak 
definitely concerning the state of the 
churches. The Minutes of the last Asso- 
ciation show a slight increase in member- 
ship over that of the preceding year. 

The language comes slowly. We did 
not succeed in having a regular teacher 
till after the first of May, and now, after 
two months’ study, our vocabulary seems 
quite limited. Still I think we pick up 
some almost every day. 


LerreR FROM Mrs. VAN METER. 


Bassein Normal School. Bassein, July 
27, 1870.— The natural, and I do not 
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need to say, the very necessary work of 
the season, is our Normal School, which 
is, for elevating the character of our peo- 
ple, for training up their school teachers, 
and for calling out preachers and theologi- 
cal students, the very fountain-head, or 
the feeder of the mission. 


The School Needing Funds. This year 
after all we could do to collect from 
the Karens, finding their contributions 
amounting to only Rs. 200, with which to 
buy paddy and everything, I wrote to 
all the villages that we could not refuse 
one, two or three from each village, and 
wished in every case the young men and 
women would teach school the coming 
season, and that those who were expecting 
to enter the Theological School should 
come ; but more than that, we could not 
receive, and we ought to limit the number 
to less than twenty. But sending in their 
“only a very few,” we commenced with 
thirty-seven, all so earnest and promising, 
that we felt we could not turn them away. 
Several of our young men are from fam- 


ilies who have but recently begun to wor- 
ship. 


Sickness of a Native Preacher. The 
Karens are anxiously asking about the 
teacher. Last year was a hard year pe- 
cuniarily for the Karens, and for months 
past there has been a great deal of sick- 
ness. At present Thah Bwah, one of 
our oldest and most efficient preachers, is 
seriously ill. 


Want of Preachers. The churches and 
most of the members are steadfast, and we 
hear very good reports of the new wor- 
shippers ; but the scarcity of our preachers 
does not enable us yet to supply these 
openings. Rather, there are several of 
our best educated preachers and pastors, 
this season, stopping to teach and to work 
in part in the fields in our Christian villa- 
ges, because we have not means from 
which to aid them so that they can sup- 
port their families in their new fields. 

How important it is that the native 
preachers should be kept at work to the 
best advantage, especially in the absence 
of the missionary ! 
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PROPOSAL FOR A HIGHER INSTITU- 
TION GF LEARNING FOR THE KA- 
RENS OF BURMAH. 


TO THE FRIENDS OF KAREN EDUCATION. 


We the undersigned, Karen missiona- 
ries, feel that fidelity to our Master will 
not longer allow us to wait without mak- 
ing a special effort to start a General In- 
stitution, where the children of our native 
Christians can get a good education, with- 
out being obliged to go to Roman Cath- 
olic schools for it. For years past our 
hearts have been pained to see the work 
on our hands suffering severely for want 
of such an institution. 

We see Catholicism and Ritualism 
crowding in upon us. And Karen Chris- 
tians have reached the point where they 
begin to see something of the value of an 
education. Many of their children are 
panting for it, and have it they will. 
They see flourishing and popular schools 
in our midst; and though these schools are 
under the influence of the “ Beast with 
seven heads and ten horns,” the Karens 
do not see the evil which lurks behind a 
fair exterior. But we are the watchmen 
upon the walls of Zion; we see *‘ the 
sword coming,” and we dare not hold our 
peace. If, as American Baptists, we do 
not bestir ourselves at once, and furnish a 
place, where these children of some 20,000 
Christians can obtain a thorough educa- 
tion, it is our solemn and deep conviction 
that the opportunity will soon be lost; and 
we shall be under the painful necessity of 
seeing the mission, to a great degree at 
least, pass out of our hands into that of 
mere formalism. 

Do not let us be misunderstood here. 
We yield to no one in our estimation of the 
paramount importance of “ preaching the 
Word.” That is first and foremost in all 
evangelical efforts. And nothing must be 
allowed on any account, or in any way, to 
cripple or interfere with that work. And 
it is because we thus feel, that we feel so 
deeply the importance of education. We 
cannot, as practical men, ignore the vast 
importance of this work as an auxil- 
iary. 

Existing facts clearly demonstrate that 
the school-teacher must follow in the wake 
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of the preacher, or the work of the latter 
will be comparatively fruitless. 

We cannot cease to try and “ teach 
them all things commanded.” We need 
only to point to the present efforts through- 
out Christendom on the subject of educa- 
tion, to show its value as felt by the Chris- 
tian world. 

Brethren, the time is short. What we 
do for Jesus must be done quickly. In 
the last great day, we shall not have occa- 
sion to regret that we have done too much 
for Him, who, “ though He was rich, yet 
for your sakes became poor, that ye 
through His poverty might be rich.” 

Dear friends, let us have your hearty 
codperation without delay, and a most in- 
teresting people may be saved from the 
clutches of the adversary. 

What we want is, 

1. That at least one Institution should 
be established in Burmah for general edu- 
cation among the Karens ; that from how- 
ever low a point the Institution may depart 
and however small may be the beginning, 
the Institution and instruction should an- 
nually go forward, until there is here in 
Burmah, secured, what may be properly 
called, a liberal education for the Karens. 

2. That the Institution should be pro- 
vided with suitable teachers, buildings, 
and means of giving effective instruction, 
etc., and that suitable persons who wish 
to d»so, shall be allowed to pursue their 
studies through the medium of the English 
language. 

8. It is our earnest wish that this work 
should be done indirectly in connection 
with the Karen Theological Seminary, by 
the American Baptist Missionary Union.t 
But, 

4. Should they not desire to engage at 
once in such a work, it should be, until 
otherwise decided under the direction and 
advice of a Committee appointed for the 
purpose, or in some such way, by the do- 
nors and supporters of the Institution. 

5. It is our wish and united request, 
that Dr.’ Binney, with such assistance as 
he may select, should present and push 

1 The Executive Committee have entertained 
with favor the views of the brethren, and made 
arrangements, which will in due time secure the 
objects aimed at in this communication. 
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this subject among the friends of the Ka- 
ren Mission, to some immediate practical 
result. 

The above, subject to any verbal alter- 
ation which any one may suggest before it 
shall be sent away.

PAissfon to Burmans, 
Lerrer From Mr. HAsweE.u. 


Visit to K’Mahwet. Maulmain, Aug. 5, 
1870. — Since my last date I have made a 
second visit to K’Mahwet, this time accom- 
panied by my old “ yoke-fellow,” Moung 
Reuben, leaving home July 7th, and be- 
ing absent nine days. I enjoyed the trip 
exceedingly, and returned from it encour- 
aged to renewed effort. 

We spent seven nights at K’Mahwet, 
holding meetings for preaching every 
evening during my stay. At these services 
and on the Sabbath, all the Christians 
were present, and from half a dozen to 
twenty unconverted, rather unbaptized, 
adults; for I believe some of them are 
converted. We also met, according to 
the custom of the converts from the begin- 
ning, Wednesday Pp. M., for prayer and 
conference. Saturday afternoon we had 
a genuine covenant meeting preparatory 
to the communion, in which all the con- 
verts took part. Reuben became ears for 
me, so I gained the substance of all that 
was said. It did my soul good to see 
them talk, and what was better, willing to 
talk: some of them with tears trickling 
down their cheeks as they spoke. All 
bore testimony to “the glorious hope set 
before usin the gospel.” What cheered 
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me most was to see the burden of soul for 
the salvation of their friends, which they 
all manifested. It was to me the earnest 
of a blessing near at hand. 


Refreshing Sabbath. On Sabbath morn- 
ing we had the Sunday-school, thirty-five 
strong. At 10:30, preaching; preach- 
ing again in the evening, after which we 
observed the Lord’s Supper, which was 
watched most closely, with great interest, 
by many who could not join with us. 
After all, the evening services, consisting 
of singing, reading Scripture, prayer, 
and a sermon, closing with prayer. Tea 
was handed round to the grown people, 
and the time spent in religious conversa- 
tion. We rarely broke up before eleven, 
Pp. M., and more than once, after I had re- 
tired, some of the people tarried long 
past midnight. I never had such listeners 
in Burmah, or felt greater joy and comfort 
in preaching anywhere. I came away 


feeling that the Lord was indeed at work 
in the hearts of the people. 


Spirit of Persecution. There is much 
opposition in the village towards the native 
Christians, and those who are favorably 
disposed. Spies were set by the priests 
on the Sabbath, unknown at the time, to 
report every one who came to meeting ; 
yet we had good congregations at both 
services. There were four men, not bap- 
tized Christians, who at that time kept the 
Sabbath and attended meeting regularly 
with the Christians, Of these, I hope at 
least one man and his wife (middle-aged) 
are really converted. They yet hold back 
from baptism, mainly the effect of great 
opposition to it and persuasion of their 
relatives, who are all against them. The 
truth will prevail. 


Candidates for Baptism. 1 left Reuben 
at K’Mahwet. He had been absent from 
his post nearly three months on account 
of the serious illness of his wife. I was 
hardly surprised this week to receive a 
letter from him, saying that four persons 
were waiting for me to come and baptize 
them. One of these applicants is a mar- 
ried woman, her husband yet a heathen. 
Two of them are a young man and wo- 
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man, children of converts, and one an 
orphan girl. Of these, Reuben says, 
‘“‘ After meeting, these three applied for 
baptism. We all were greatly strength- 
ened, and rejoiced in heart by hearing the 
reason of their faith in Jesus Christ, and 
the evidence of their conversion.” I have 
sent word to K’Mahwet that I shall be 
there next week to spend the Sabbath, 
“if the Lord will.” I expect to report 
the organization of a new church at that 
point, at the next Convention. 


A Growing Work. The work grows on 
me all the time. Iam trying to visit Am- 
herst and K’Mahwet once amonth. Have 
done so for June and July. When br. 
Becker arrives, and the supervision of 
schools is taken off my hands, I shall try to 
extend such operations. I rejoice that so 
far my health has suffered in no respect. 
I feel as well and strong, and as much like 
work, as when I left Boston. I am happy 
and contented in the assurance that the 
Master of the vineyard put me here Him- 
self. 


Baptism at Maulmain. One week ago 
last Sabbath I baptized, at father’s request, 
a recent convert from the sepoy regiment 
in this place. There are probably not 
less than 20,000 natives of Hindustan 
within twenty miles of this place. We 
rejoice in the good tidings from Nellore. 
I tell the native Christians here, the work 
in Maulmain, under God, is in their hands, 
not in ours. When they take hold of it 
themselves, we may expect like great 
things here, not till then. 

Remember us in all our trials and in 
our work, at the throne of grace. God 
will not fail us. This work is His work.

Chinese Pllssfon of Bangkok. 
LETTER FROM Dr, DEAN. 


A Chinese Commodity. At nine 
o'clock in the evening of the 30th of June, 
I left my daughter in charge of our home, 
and all in the care of our Father, and 
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embarked in a native boat for Banplasoi. 
The night was rather dark and rainy, 
but the boat was easily found at her 
moorings about a mile from the mission- 
house, ready to drop down the river at 
the falling tide. The craft had brought 
seven or eight tons of mussel for the 
China market, which, when taken from 
the shell and dried, sell here for $3 a 
picul of 133 lbs. They sometimes sell for 
$5 or $6 a picul, and the fishermen on 
the coast are now largely employed in 
gathering and curing them. Stakes, six 
or ten feet long are driven into the mud 
near the sea-shore, where the water is 
shallow, and the mussel soon cover the 
stake on all sides from its top to its foot, 
and the growth of a year leaves the 
stake covered with shells scarcely more 
than an inch in diameter. After a growth 
of four or six years the shells, of a kid- 
ney shape, are found sometimes of five 
or six inches in length. They are gen- 
erally gathered when two or three years 
old. 


I found the cabin of our boat on deck, 
ten by twelve feet, and with an arched 
frame of bamboo covered with leaves, 
which in the arch was three feet high. In 
the cabin were the captain and owner, 
three sailors and two Chinese passengers, 
besides myself, not to count an indefinite 
number of various insects, whose names 
are not to be mentioned to sensitive ears. 
Our captain and fellow-passengers, (the 
last named class excepted,) after mutual 
salutations and inquiries, retired to rest, 
which left me to listen for an hour or two 
to the song of the boat boys, as they pad- 
died their little canoes about the river, 
calling out, “ Sugar cane, congee, cake 
and cigars, to eat!” Other boys in simi- 
lar boats, in the earlier part of the day, 
might be heard crying out, oil or ardent 
spirits, for sale. 


The Rich King. Leaving our moor- 
ings at midnight, the next morning found 
us floating past Pak Nam (river mouth), 
and soon the mat sail was hoisted to a 
gentle breeze, which before noon in- 
creased to a squall, and we were tossed 
on the threatening waves. At the close 
of the gale, an old sailor said, “ I pass the 


gulf nearly every week; but for seven 
years, I have not seen the like of this. 
We escaped without damage, except that 
a durian belonging to one of the sailors, 
and as large as his head, with a hard 
horny shell, broke loose during the squall 
and rolled across the cabin and smashed 
in pieces my water goblet. The captain 
very coolly called out, “ Never mind. The 
old teacher has a rich king in his country, 
who will give him plenty more.” He was 
told that the teacher had no rich king, as 
they supposed, in his native country, to 
give him water goblets; but he had a rich 
King in heaven, who gave him all he had 
and who also gave the captain this boat, 
and the sea to float it on, and the winds 
to waft it; and He had also given them 
charge not to sink us; otherwise, we all 
might now be in the deep. 

Before sundown we landed in safety at 
one of the ladders, which serve as a wharf 
at Banplasoi, and I paid the captain two 
ticals (120 cents) for my passage, which 
was twice as much as the Chinese passen- 
gers paid for the same accommodations. 
They charged me extra fare on the plea 
of being a “ red-haired man,” though they 
were forced to confess that my hair was 
not red, but white. 


Friendly Reception. On landing at a 
part of the town to which I was unaccus- 
tomed, I asked for an old church member 
living in that neighborhood, but whose 
name I had forgotten. On describing 
him as an old man and a _ fisherman, 
“OQ,” said one, “ he is one of the thirty- 
six,! and his name is called Pe Leang.” 

Passing on, I soon came to the stall of 
a brother in the market, who sold pork. 
He took me into his house, where his 
wife and children showed the usual Chi- 
nese hospitality of serving tea and fruits, 
and welcomed me with smiles and kind 
words. After the refreshments, and rest 
of ten minutes, I passed on, and soon met 
one of the teachers, who took me to the 
chapel, and one of the brethren went to 
the boat for my “ carriages” and parch- 
ments. We soon had a dinner of rice 
and fish and boiled eggs; and then fol-

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lowed evening worship and a good night’s 
sleep. 


Visiting the Members. The next 
morning I called on some of the church 
members. The first had a family of six 
children, —the eldest sixteen years old. 
The next had seven children, from four 
months to seventeen years old. The 
third had six children, one an infant. 
The fourth had one daughter, three years 
old, whose father had taught her to repeat 
the first hymn in the Chinese Hymn-book. 
In the next household we found three 
children, the eldest seven years old. 
Some of the church members have no 
family, and others have left a family in 
China, to whom they hope to return. 
Some have been here two or three, others 
twenty or thirty years. 


Tempted by his Wife. One member 
said he could not take the Lord’s Supper 
to-morrow, because another brother had 
abused him. When told that he would 
thus grieve the Saviour, please the devil, 
and show himself the servant of his 
abusive brother, he met all considerations 
unmoved, till argument was followed with 
the entreaty of tears, when he arose and 
extended his hand, saying, “ Teacher, I 
will go, and leave others to settle their 
own account with the Master.” But 
to our grief, the next day did not find him 
at the house of God. On inquiry, we 
learned afterwards that his wife had per- 
suaded him that it would be unmanly for 
him to go to the Table with a man who 
had abused him; thus proving the power 
of woman’s influence for good or evil. 


Five Chinese Baptized. At the rising 
sun on Sabbath morning the church assem- 
bled at the chapel, when five Chinese 
were voted accepted candidates for mem- 
bership. ‘These were all baptized in the 
sea. The rising tide and calm sea met 
the wants of the occasion, and led to the 
remark from one of the brethren, that 
“God was very powerful and very good 
to make the tide and winds suit our con- 
venience. Each candidate, as he arose 
from the water, repeated the hearty 
“Amen.” On returning to the shore, a 
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hymn was sung and a prayer offered, and 
the company returned, each to his home 
for breakfast. At about ten o’clock the 
party re-assembled for preaching, and 
were addressed from the words, “ Be per- 
fect, be of good comfort, be of one mind, 
live in peace, and the God of love and 
peace shall be with you.” A short recess 
followed, then the Lord’s Table was 
spread, a hymn sung, prayer offered, the 
right hand of fellowship given to those 
just baptized, and all sat down at the 
feast. 


“ A little Child shall lead them.” Among 
others, three of the members who had 
been frightened away by the Secret Soci- 
ety, came back with confessions and found 
an open door and open hearts to welcome 
them. Two other wandering sheep are 
bleating about the fold, and show signs 
of entering by the door. One blind 
brother was led by his granddaughter, ten 
Chinese miles, (two and a half miles Eng- 
lish) on Sabbath morning, to worship. 
This, with now and then an exception, is 
done every Sabbath. On the previous 
Sabbath the man was led by his grandson, 
a boy of ten years, but on the way home 
he was bitten by a dog. 

Last Sabbath, the boy being frightened 
by his experience of the previous Sabbath, 
his place was taken by his sister, a smil- 
ing girl of fourteen years, She had risen 
at an early hour, assisted her mother in 
preparing the breakfast for grandpa, and 
then with cheerful heart and steady hand 
led him over the winding way to the 
chapel. She was not in time to witness 
the baptisms, but listened attentively to 
the preaching and witnessed the observ- 
ance of the Lord’s Supper, and saw the 
deacon, in passing the bread, pause and 
place the sacramental emblem in the fin- 
gers of her sightless grandfather. At the 
close of the service she brought forward 
his hat and staff with smiling face and 
cheerful voice, and said, “ Grandfather, 
here’s your staff,” and then gave her hand 
to lead him home. The tears started at 
the lovely sight, and I felt like lifting my 
hat to him and to her. With such exam- 
ples, shall we pronounce Christian mis- 
sions a failure ? 
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In the evening a few of the neighbors and 
one more of the Secret Society men came 
in and joined usin the evening worship. 
I was enabled to read and explain to them 
the Scriptures for half an hour, and closed 
the day of unusual labor and unusual in- 
terest with singing and prayer. 


Question to be Settled. The only draw- 
back to the interest of the visit, came in 
connection with the arrangements for my 
return home. 

This was caused by a little strife be- 
tween the two deacons, to see who should 
be considered the greatest. I know not 
whether the strife came from “ apostolic 
succession,” or from still more ancient 
ancestry, or whether its origin and ances- 
try are traceable to the Chinese deacons 
here. The development on this occasion 
was attended with circumstances which 
tempted me to be lenient in rebuking it. 
It appears that each of the deacons had 
a boat, and each was emulous to give me 
a passage across the gulf. The kind of- 
fer of two placed me in a dilemma, since 
1 could not well embark at the same time 
on both, and could not patronize one 
without displeasing the other. Finally, 
I allowed self-interest to decide the ques- 
tion. As one was an open boat, I selected 
the other which had a cover. While all 
saw that I should be more comfortable in 
the boat which should shield me from the 
rain and sun, the owner of the rejected 
boat took leave of me with a long face 
and rather a fishy grasp of the hand. 


Fourth of July celebrated. — By a kind 
Providence, I had a pleasant passage over 
the gulf, and at Pak Nam dismissed my 
kind friend, with many thanks, and took 
a Post boat to Bangkok, but reached home 
too late to join my American friends in 
the recognition of the glorious 4th of July, 
as they had just returned from its celebra- 
tion at the house of one of the missionaries, 
where the exercises had been presided 
over by the United States Consul. Res- 
olutions, I am told, were offered, speeches 
were made, and a good time enjoyed, 
without the use of wine or gunpowder. 


Work of Native Preachers. July 28.— 
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_A Chinese shop keeper has gratuitously 

given the mission one sermon a week 
during the year, with the exception of a 
few Sabbaths. Mr. Partridge’s Chinese 
teacher has also been in the habit of 
preaching once on the Sabbath, without 
extra pay above his salary as personal 
teacher. 


Liberality of the Converts. — The 
church of Bangkok has paid during the 
year, on subscription, including the sums 
taken at the Lord's Supper, $76.72. 
This is appropriated for the support of a 
sexton at the two chapels, and to aid the 
poor of the church. 

The churches at Banplasoi and Lengkia- 
chu each support their own sexton and 
help their poor members. The native 
members have made some slight contribu- 
tions for the purchase of Chinese tracts. 

The church at Lengkiachu recently 
paid the triennial tax for a poor brother 
who was unable to pay for himself this 
government claim of about $2.50. Some 
of the members there have also repaired 
the road to the chapel, and renewed the 
enclosure about the chapel grounds. The 
members of the church here dis:over as 
much sympathy for each other, and do as 
much for the progress of the gospel, as 
could be expected of men so recently 
from the shades of heathenism. We are 
well supplied with chapels, have a good 
location and an ample field for labor. It 
only requires a vigorous cultivation and 
God's blessing, to gather a glorious har- 


vest.

The Bethel Seminary. Stockholm, Aug. 
24, 1870.— Almost a year has passed 
since I last wrote, and it may be of some 
interest for me to state a few of the facts 
which during this time have, in the gra- 
cious providence of God, transpired in 
connection with our mission work in Swe- 
den. I shall begin with the Bethel Semi- 
nary. 

The past academic year did not seem 
to open as auspiciously to the school as 
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previous ones had done, the entire num- 
ber of scholars being but nine ; only three 
new ones having applied for admittance. 
This was rather discouraging at first, but 
grace and faith triumphed. Our hearts 
were made assured that the ways of God 
are in wisdom, mercy and love, and the 
work of teaching was cheerfully and 
gratefully resumed. 


The Scholars. One of the new scholars, 
an elder in one of our country churches, 
and not far from forty years of age, en- 
tered only on a partial course of one year. 
Of the remaining eight in the school, two 
possessed several years’ experience in the 
field, where they have labored with ac- 
ceptance and success. Three others pos- 
sessed a more limited experience ; the rest 
were beginners. All of them were bene- 
ficiaries. One of the new ones was soon 


found to be unable to pursue his studies, 
probably on account of a sickness of which 
he a few months later died. This left us 
with only eight scholars. We closed the 
academic year on the first of June ult. 


On Public Examinations. The Board 
had previously concluded that the semi- 
nary should not, as hitherto, hold any 
public examination, but merely close off 
with usual class recitations, open of course 
to whoever might desire to attend. The 
principal reasons urged in favor of this 
change were that the yearly public ex- 
amination was uncalled for, as the Sem- 
inary issue no diplomas nor confer any 
degrees ; that such examinations were of 
no essential benefit, either to the scholars 
or the school ; that under present circum- 
stances members of churches, who might 
come up to the city to witness the closing 
exercises, could not for economical reasons 
afford to give their presence during the 
number of days needed to make the ex- 
amination thorough and genuine; and 
finally that unless a sufficient number of 
days could be assigned to make such an 
examination thorough and genuine, it 
would merely tend to make the closing 
discipline of the scholars superficial, and 
thus afford them a temptation to an unin- 
tentional deception of the public. 

My conviction is, however, that a gen-

uinely thorough examination is of very 
great and essential benefit not only to the 
various interests of an institution of learn- 
ing, but also personally to both teachers 
and scholars. But of course time must be 
given for it to be had, and I hope the day 
may not be so very far distant when even 
we here may find it possible to invite 
visitors from the country to a six-days’ 
yearly examinational stay. As it was, 
the closing this year without a public ex- 
amination passed off as pleasantly as it 
had on previous years, with such a one. 
And visiting brethren present, who in 
number were no fewer than formerly, 
went from class-room to class-room, evi- 
dently feeling and manifesting as much 
interest in the exercises as ever. 


Course of Studies. The subjects pur- 
sued during the year were essentially the 
same as before. Br. Drake had given 
instruction in Arithmetic, Algebra, Geog- 
raphy, Swedish History, General History, 
Church History, Physics and Isagogics; 
br. Nystrom, in the Swedish language 
and Composition, and in Hebrew and 
Greek to the more intellectually endowed. 
I had instructed in the English language, 
Logic, Psychology and Moral Science, 
Biblical Exegesis, Doctrinal Theology, 
History of Doctrines, and Homiletics. 
Br. Wiberg had lectured once a week on 
Pastoral Theology. 

This scheme differs somewhat from the 
one previously sent. — Psychology I have 
taken up only so far as was necessary to 
make the subject of Moral Science more 
intelligible to the scholars. I was necessi- 
tated to transfer the teaching of Isagogics 
to br. Drake, as I could not possibly find 
time to do it myself together with my 
other branches. We thought it best, as 
many desired it, to take up Hebrew again 
into the regular course. Some other 
changes were occasioned by the resigna- 
tion of br. Ostergren, one of our teachers, 
the one who took the place of br. Edgren 
in the Seminary. Br. Ostergren during 
the past winter accepted a call to our 
little church in Upsala, left destitute by 
the return of br. Edgren to America. Br. 
Ostergren’s branches, Arithmetic, Alge- 
bra, Geometry, Geography, Astronomy,

and Physics, had to be divided between 
brn. Drake and Nystrom. Since these 
two brethren, however, could not take up 
all of these branches in addition to what 
they already had on hand, it was con- 
cluded to drop Geometry and Astronomy, 
as being least necessary, and that br. 
Drake, after he had transferred Swedish 
Language and Composition to br. Nys- 
trom, should take what remained of the 
subjects br. Ostergren had taught. 


Employment of Graduates. Four of 
the eight scholars present at the close of 
the school finished their studies this year, 
and have already entered on permanent 
work in the field. One of them, after 
only one year’s course, has returned to 
the church of his charge in Dalarne, in 
North Sweden. Another, being some- 
what advanced in studies when he en- 
tered the school, after going through a two 
years’ course has also returned to his old 
charge, the church in Hallsberg, one of 
the principal railroad stations in Central 
Sweden. A third has been called and 
settled as pastor over a small, but promis- 
ing church in the city of Carlsham, prov- 
ince of Blekinge, in the south of Sweden; 
quite an important field, and much in 
need of evangelical labor. The fourth 
has also gone down south to Skane to 
labor as a general missionary, especially 
within this province, where we have quite 
a number of churches, in greater part 
destitute of pastors and teachers. Thus 
has the Seminary again been enabled, 
by the blessing of God, to send forth a 
few, who, we fondly trust, are destined 
through Divine grace to become sources 
of good, of spiritual influence and power 
over our land. 

From the regular coursers who went 
out from us last year, we have heard 
nothing but what has given us occasion 
of joy and gratitude. 


Labors of Former Graduaies, Thus 
br. Patterson who settled in Eskilstuna, 
reports a work of grace among his people, 
which has increased the church and 
rendered his chapel too small for public 
worship on the Sabbath. Br. Engstrom, 
who settled over the comparatively large 
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and important country church in Karsta, 
a few miles north of Stockholm, which for 
several years through internal dissensions 
and carnalities had been losing its influ- 
ence and strength, has baptized twenty- 
three, and been permitted to witness the 
love of God shed abroad among his peo- 
ple, which has healed up the old sores 
and restored the church to more than its 
former influence and power in the com- 
munity. Br. Anderson, who was sent 
out as missionary to the Island of Got- 
land in the Baltic, a field which by reason 
of its great moral depravity and exceed- 
ing narrow-mindedness of the people, is 
perhaps one of the hardest under our 
charge, has nevertheless, in the face of 
numerous difficulties and trials, witnessed 
the triumph of Divine grace and the 
power of the truth as it is in Jesus. Souls 
have been saved, churches strengthened, 
and the friends of God in many places of 
the island much encouraged. 

From the brethren who left two years 
ago, the reports also continue encourag- 
ing. Br. Lindblom left Orebro last 
spring, and has settled as pastor over the 
First Church in Stockholm, where he now, 
under God, is doing a great and good 
work. Br. Backman received the call to 
fill the vacancy in Orebro, which he ac- 
cepted, and where the Lord is blessing his 
labors. The latter did also a good work — 
during the few months he stayed in Norr- 
koping, where he was the means, in the 
hand of God, of lifting the feeble little 
church there out of very great obscurity. 
When he came among them, they used to 
meet in a very small room, situated in an 
out of the way back place, and quite un- 
inviting to all approach. But he left 
them worshipping in a fine large hall in 
the best part of the city, affording room 
at least for three hundred, and on Sab- 
bath days overfilled with people. 

He left Norrkoping for Orebro, as the 
latter is at present the more important 
field of the two. The former place is 
meanwhile to be supplied by another 
brother. Br. Wingren, who went down 


to Skane, has been prospered by the Lord 
in the winning of sonls, in organizing day- 
schools and Sunday-schools, and in de- 
veloping the resources of the churches in 
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the province. He just writes me that the 
local Missionary Society, which through 
his efforts was organized only some nine 
or ten months ago, for the purpose of 
evangelizing especially their own large 
province, has already received into its 
treasury about one thousand Rix dollars, 
and has sent out several missionaries into 
the field. 

Of the nine regular coursers whom the 
Seminary has thus far sent out, six are 
supported almost wholly by their respec- 
tive churches, and the remaining three 
are sustained by the mission. 


Review of the Past. In thus briefly 
reviewing some of the results of the labors 
of the school thus far attained, we have 
great reason for gratitude and encourage- 
ment. The Lord has indeed been good 
to us, and we cannot but hope and believe 
that He has still greater blessings in store 
for us in the future. 

Another cause of cheer is that reports 
are coming in from various quarters, in- 
forming us that prejudices are giving 
way, and that the churches are beginning 
to feel more and more confidence in the 
school, and in the cause of theological 
education among us. With this increase 
of confidence and interest, we also begin 
to look for an increase of moral and 
material support. The prospect as re- 
gards the number of scholars for the 
ensuing year seems also brighter than 
usual, as twelve new ones have already 
applied for admittance. Two of these 
are Danish brethren. The others will 
come in as beneficiaries. All of them are 
preachers with more or less experience, 
well known and accepted on wae field and 
among the churches. Should they all 
come when the school opens, we would 
then begin this year with sixteen pupils, 
May the Lord be pleased soon to send us 
some brethren also from Norway and 
Finland, where the demand for laborers 
is, if possible, still greater than among us. 
It seems to me that this Seminary might, 
under God, become the training-school 
for such of the Lord’s servants whom He 
shall see fit to call and send out as lead- 
ing workmen in the countries of Scandi- 
navia and Finland, and thus this place be

made the centre for Baptist faith and 
practice throughout Northern Europe. 
The Lord’s will be done. 


Support of the Students. As regards 
the support of our beneficiaries, we are 
as yet almost wholly dependent on your 
aid. But it would delight your heart, 
could you see and hear how very grateful 
the young brethren are for the privileges 
they through your generosity enjoy, and 
how warmly and earnestly they, at the 
daily morning service in the school, pray 
for the blessings of God to rest on their 
dear American brethren. We trust also 
that so long as our need here continues 
so great, nothing will occasion you to 
diminish the allowarce hitherto granted 
the school, as well as our mission at large. 
I would on the contrary ask the Execu- 
tive Committee to be so kind as, if possi- 
ble, to increase the allowance to our mis- 
sion. As above stated, on account of br. 
Ostergren leaving us, br. Nystrom’s labors 
in the school have of late considerably in- 
creased, and he thinks that his classes do 
not now get the instruction they need, as 
his present salary does not allow him to 
give them his undivided time and ener- 
gies. 

We concluded at the close of the school 
that we should lengthen the summer vaca- 
tion to three months, instead of two, as 
formerly. The principal reasons were to 
avoid the heat of the month of August, 
and to give the brethren who are to re- 
turn to school, a few weeks longer to 
pursue their labors in the field. Conse- 
quently, the school is to open again, the 
Lord willing, on the 1st of September. 


Change of Location. We have left the 
old rooms which we found to be too un- 
wholesome, and have rented an apartment’ 
of five rooms and a kitchen, on the third 
floor of the house right opposite the 
chapel, on the other side of the street. 
We intend to keep three of the rooms for 
the use of the school, to let out another to 
some of the students, and to give the use 
of one room and the kitchen to some 
sisters of the church, who in return will 
have to take care of the class-rooms, 
keeping them clean and warm. 
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A Four Years’ Course of Study. I 
have thought somewhat of the propriety, 
if not necessity of lengthening the course 
of study in our Seminary, making it four 
instead of three years. From the expe- 
rience thus far acquired, I am convinced 
that three years do not suffice to make 
any of our scholars competent to become 
teachers in our school; and yet if our 
young Institution is to become a perma- 
nent affair, and to grow in depth and 
breadth, in influence and _ usefulness, 
which I, under God, hope and pray it 
may, it seems to me we ought to begin to 
look forward to the time when new 
teachers will be demanded, who‘ shall 
come in and take our places when we 
have done. To depend on the Institu- 
tions of the State to furnish our Seminary 
with teachers, I cannot consider wise; as 
in that case our school, even with its 
Baptist faith, would ere long become but 
a miniature copy of the stereotyped theo- 
logical training now furnished by the 
Lutheran Establishment. But this would 
inevitably defeat the very object of the 
school, which, as I conceive it, is to sup- 
ply our mission with a living, energetic 
and sound gospel ministry, and to further 
the dissemination of a genuine and prac- 
tical Christianity. 

Again, to look abroad for teachers, as 
for instance to America, I cannot con- 
ceive of as being either right or expedient, 
because as a general thing, if we except 
the demands made on a land by the 
heathen, each country needs its own men. 
And, besides, he is best qualified to teach, 
whose training has been obtained among 
the people he is going to instruct. Con- 
sequently it remains to us to look to our 
own resources and to make the best of 
these. 

I would not propose that all should go 
’ through the four years’ course, no more 
than all now go through the three years; 
but only to regulate it, so that those 
scholars who by nature and disposition 
seem to be fitted and called to become 
leaders, and teachers, should have the 
best opportunity for preparation that our 
means and resources might possibly afford. 
I throw out these remarks merely as a 
suggestion, and would ask the Committee 
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to kindly give me their counsel in the 
matter. 


The Preparatory Schools. 1 hope that 
in time we may be able so to arrange the 
instruction in the preparatory or “ colpor- 
teur schools,” that the course in the Sem- 
inary might thereby be considerably 
advanced. But this will of course take 
time. Some few years will yet have to 
elapse before we can get them fairly 
agoing, because they will have to depend 
on the brethren who go out from us as 
pastors, on the locality these occupy, and 
other circumstances. But even when we 
get these subordinate schools to be what 
they ought to be, and what we can rea- 
sonably hope them to be, the Seminary 
will still have to Jengthen its course and 
become more complete, if it is to meet 
such demands as above referred to. 


Providential Disappointment. Brn. 
Wiberg, Drake and myself had made 
arrangements to hold a “ Ministers’ Insti- 
tute” during the vacation, and to open it 
on the 13th of June ult. Kristianstad, in 
the south of Sweden, was decided upon 
as the place. But the day before that on 
which I intended to start, and just as I 
got my family into the country, I was 
prostrated by a very sudden attack of 
pneumonia. The fever was exceedingly 
severe, and the right lung seemed torn to 
pieces. But I felt the grace of God 
precious, and my soul rested in Jesus. 
I cannot, however, but consider it a special 
mercy that I was not taken away from 
my work and my family. But the people 
of God prayed much and earnestly, and 
the Lord was pleased to grant their re- 
quest, and to lengthen the measure of my 
life. I was confined to the bed two 
weeks, and when I got up, my strength 
was gone. I have used the rest of the 
vacation to get recuperated, and to be 
prepared, the Lord willing, for another 
year’s work in the school. 


Health and Labors of Mr. Broady. 
Since I began to be able to do so, I have 
been preaching on the Lord’s day in dif- 
ferent places in the central part of Swe- 
den. My health had all along during the 
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spring been quite low; so much so that I 
had to stop preaching in the beginning of 
April, and during the month of May I 
had often to lie down and rest for an 
hour when I got up to my room, after 
having spent one hour in the school. The 
weakness seemed to have its principal 
seat in the chest, and a little cold would 
almost use me up. I thank God that I 
was able to hang on, however, to the close 
of the term. That my originally robust 
constitution should show such symptoms 
of weakness, I cannot but attribute prin- 
cipally at least, to my confining and 
pressing labors in the school. The utter 
destitution of suitable text-books in the 
Swedish language on almost all of my 
subjects, and of books of reference, com- 
pels me to give thgse hours to writing and 
study which I otherwise ought to devote 
to physical exercise, in order to keep my 
body in trim. When to this have been 
added the labors of the Sabbath, it has 
proved more than my body could bear. 
lam not yet certain what course to pur- 
sue in the future, whether I shall preach 
regularly on Sabbath days as before, or 
whether I shall devote them to rest. My 
health seems to demand the latter, my 
heart the former, because my spirit de- 
lights in making known to sinners the 
glorious gospel of Christ. 


Mr. Broady and the Church. Before I 
became so feeble that I had to stop 
preaching, the attendance in the chapel 
continued as numerous as usual. The 
Lord was also pleased to be present, as 
from time to time one after another came 
telling me what Jesus had done for their 
souls). The church had for years been 
greatly in need of a suitable person who 
could devote himself wholly to its pastoral 
care and service. The desire had every 
now and then been expressed, that I 
should accept the office, either leaving 
the school, or in connection with the 
latter. But as I think my labors in the 
school faithfully performed are enough for 
one man, and as I could not at all feel it 
in my heart to give up the school, I had 
always positively and unequivocally said, 
“No.” The Lord has now, however, 
been pleased to remove this want, by giv- 


ing the church last spring the services of 
br. Lindblom, and this just at the very 
time I became unable to preach. Br. 
Lindblom gives almost universal satisfac- 
tion. 

The chapel is well attended, the people 
of God edified, and sinners saved. We 
expect much good from the Lord through 
this brother. Since the church has thus 
received a pastor, who I think is able to 
render them such services as the place 
demands, should I be able to preach on 
the Sabbath hereafter as before, I shall 
then very likely do so in some other part 
of the city. The desire has been strongly 
expressed, both by the pastor and people, 
that I should alternate with him and 
preach at least once every other Sabbath 
in the chapel, br. Wiberg preaching once, 
the intervening Sabbath; but this is a 
measure, the need or the good of which I 
cannot under present circumstances per- 
ceive. But 1 hope the Lord will be 
pleased graciously to show me what He 
wants me to do, as well as to give me all 
needed grace and strength to do it. Pray 
for me. 


Brightening Prospects. Br. Wiberg will 
no doubt furnish a report concerning the 
last annual meeting of the Stockholm As- 
sociation and of the Stockholm Missionary 
Union, as well as concerning the results 
of the last “ Ministerial Institute ” held ia 
Skane. I desire but briefly to state that 
the prospecis among us for the success of 
the cause of Christ are brightening. 

The reports coming in from various 
parts of our land are very encouraging. 


Old churches are strengthened and in-- 


creased, new ones are being established, 
and a sounder Christian Doctrine, accom- 
panied with a sounder Christian life, is 
more and more gaining ground among the 
people of God. Even the secular powers 
are by degrees made to serve the progress 
of the gospel. 


Church and State. Since I last wrote, 
the Diet have passed a law which restores 
to dissenters their political and civil 
rights. But we have not yet got a law 
recognizing dissenters in general, without 
which the former law can be of no use to 
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us. Still, I cannot believe that it will 
now take us so very much longer, before 
we also get such an one, and which shall 
forever free the brethren from the bonds 
of the State Church and the anti-Chris- 
tian arrogance of a hierarchal priesthood. 
Think of seeing one of the privileged 
castes, as I did some few months ago, at 
the funeral of a deceased member of our 
church, standing by the coffin which en- 
closed the remains of a departed soul, uni- 
formed in his black trailing priestly robe, 
with ritual in his hand and the forked 
white crape strung round his neck, with 
utmost effort striving to keep his balance, 
while with rolling eyes and with the ges- 
tures of the stage, be, with breath stinking 
with brandy, pronounces the last words of 
meant-to-be Christian consolation and 
warning to by-standers, relations and 
friends ; and while your heart turns away 
in utter disgust at the exceeding profanity 
of the occasion, you will have before you 
a living and truthful picture of one of the 
fruits of State-Churchism. 


Persecution. Another kind of apples 
still growing on the same tree, is persecu- 
tion. The other day a mob, instigated 
by the priest of the place, armed with 
sticks and loaded pistols or guns, used 
personal violence on one of our students, 
and drove him out of the country where 
he was preaching, pursuing him for quite 
a distance. Not many Sabbaths ago br. 
Truvé had met a number of people out in 
the open fields, a short distance from 
Gottenburg, for the purpose of preaching 
to them, when the priest of the parish 


‘being present, took both prayer and text 


from Truvé’s lips, preventing the latter 
and preaching himself. Travé, silenced 
and abused, had finally to leave, without 
having had the opportunity of saying 
what he intended to the people. Oc- 
currences like these are, however, excep- 
tional; as a general thing our laborers do 
not meet with any hindrances in their 
work worth mentioning. 


An Encouraging Field. Baptists and 
the doctrines they preach are becoming 
more and more known throughout the 
land, and their Bible truthfulness, if not 


openly, at least tacitly acknowledged, 
This, however, does not lessen the work 
which the Lord has graciously committed 
to us; but in proportion as the field is 
growing wider, and becoming more and 
more accessible, in the same proportion 
increases our felt need of laborers, as well 
as the demand for such from all parts of 
our land. The same is true of Norway 
and Finland. Pray for us, dear brethren, 
that the Lord may be pleased to send the 
much needed workmen into the field, to 
gather in for His own glory this northern 
harvest, so ripe and so inviting. And 
when ye pray, forget not to help us also 
to render thanks unto the Lord for His 
wonderful and untold mercies unto us, as 
a mission as well as a people. 
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First Baptist Church in Madrid. Aug. 
22, 1870.—I wrote July 28th that I 
hoped to have a Baptist church in full 
operation here by the first of Sept., but 
I have been enabled to do so much 
earlier. On Aug. 3d I called the Pres- 
byterian church together, laid before 
them all the facts in the case, with which 
they were fully acquainted before, and 
asked them to decide by a perfectly free 
vote whether the church should continue 
as a Presbyterian one or a Baptist. The 
vote was unanimous in favor of baptism 
in its true sense. I then asked them to 
dissolve formally the Presbyterian church, 
which they did. Between the 30th of 
July and the 20th of August I have bap- 
tized 38 of the church, and up to the 10th 
of August I had 33 baptized believers. 
It was on that day that 1 called these 33 
together and formed them into a Strict 
Communion Baptist church under the 
name of the “ First Baptist Church in 
Madrid.” They appointed the following 
officers the same night : —

Trials and Difficulties. It would be 
easy to increase our present number of 
members (38) to 100, if I had a baptistery. 
Those of the better classes object to the 
river very naturally ; for there is no re- 
tired place within a league of the city, so 
that we have had to administer the ordi- 
nance among the laundresses of the Man- 
zanares, who, with their families and com- 
panions, always set up a derisive howling 
very hard to bear, especially when obscene 
language forms the chief ingredient in the 
abuse. Still, this necessity has given me 
several times the opportunity of preaching 
the Gospel to these poor wretches on the 
bank, and many is the attentive listener I 
have had. The season too is advancing, 
and as the water comes down from the 
Guadarrama Mountains, it is extremely 
cold, and the weak frames of this degen- 
erate people, not accustomed to the ‘ di- 
verse ablutions,” react against this sudden 
exposure. You wou'd understand this bet- 
ter if you knew the peculiar insalubrity 
of this climate, in which we all have the 
sore throat two thirds of the year, I am 
in hopes we shall yet be able to buy a 
suitable edifice for permanent use, in 
which all the facilities of baptistery and 
retiring rooms will have a place. 


Right Hand of Fellowship. While I 
was in Paris the last week, I addressed 
the French Baptist congregation and se- 
cured from br. Lepoids the right hand of 
fellowship in behalf of the little Zion of 
the same faith and order in Madrid. We 
are thus recognized in Paris. I sent a 
copy of my tract on Baptism, of which I 
published here 5,000, and it is doing a 
great work,

Two Baptist Churches in Madrid. 
Sept. 1. — The first of September finds 
us with two strict Baptist churches in 
Madrid, one (my own) the Lavapies or 
1st church, of forty-eighf members, and 
the other, the Libertad, of forty-two 
members. Thus ninety believers have 
been baptized here in a few weeks, all by 
holding in a little, till the movement pro- 
ceeded ex populo and not from us. This 
Libertad St. church was of “ Plymouth 
Brethren ;” but by dint of incessant la- 
bors I got the leaders to see that a con- 
sistent course was to admit to the Lord’s 
Table only those whom the New Testa- 
ment recognizes as full Christians; and 
now they are doing so and are full of joy, 
working on the “ Baptist Manual ” which 
I have published here. Our work would 
now take very large proportions, if I 
dared advise aggression. Our opponents 
are fierce, but the people are with us. 


HAissfon to Germany. 
LETTER FROM MR. PRITZKAU. 


Missionary Tour — Baptisms. Alt- 
Danzig, June 7, 1870.—On the eighth 
of May, I started for a tour among our 
missionary stations. These are remote 
from one another, and I was absent three 
weeks, during which I had many joyful 
experiences. At Steinberg, May 17, I 
preached to large assemblies and broke 
bread. On Monday, I had the pleasure 
of baptizing into the death of Christ, in the 
presence of many spectators, five converts 
on profession of their faith. After admin- 
istering the Lord’s Supper,I left the 
brethren, hoping that the hearts of the 
members may be bound together in love, 
and that they may do more in future for 
the advancement of the kingdom of God. 


Conviction regarding Believers’ Baptism. 
Several brethren accompanied me to 
Odessa, on my way home. The way led 
us through several colonies of Germans, 
where we met several Christians in heart, 
connected with the national church. In 
some points they do not agree with us.

Notwithstanding they gave us a friendly 
reception and manifested brotherly love. 
Particularly was this trae in Alexander- 
feld and Annenthal, where the majority 
of the inhabitants of the village are be- 
lievers. In Annenthal, as well as in 
other settlements, many brethren have 
long been convinced in regard to believers’ 
baptism. The feeling is almost universal in 
this district among the brethren, that it is 
their duty to separate themselves from the 
state church and to form churches of be- 
lievers only, but no one ventures to make 
a beginning. In Annenthal, however, 
some of the brethren were unwilling to 
delay longer to obey the truth, and as I 
was passing through, they desired to be 
baptized. After examination, — which 
was held in the house of the village mayor, 
who, together with his wife, is a believer, 
and both convinced in regard to Scriptu- 
ral baptism, — six candidates were bap- 
_ tized. It was the first time the people of 
the place had ever witnessed a baptism ; 
many were present therefore from curios- 
ity. But everything was quiet during the 
solemn ceremony. 


The Work in Odessa. Lord's day, the 
23d of May, I spent in Odessa, and 
preached twice. The work has been pur- 
sued here by two brethren since last 
Christmas, except that they were once 
complained of before the governor-gen- 
eral. But when he had examined their 
faith, he gave them permission to continue 
the meetings, only enjoining it upon them 
not to allow at their baptisms any offense 
against morality. So the brethren are at 
liberty to hold meetings in Odessa. May 
the work result in the salvation of many 
sinners and bring glory to God. 

Four believing souls offered themselves 
for baptism on this occasion. ‘The breth- 
ren deemed it best, as they had been ad- 
vised to do, to go back to Annenthal, 
which lies on the Black Sea, 30 wersts 
from Odessa. Early Monday morning we 
set out for that village, and enjoyed a 
glorious baptismal feast. Many brethren 
and sisters came together to see and hear. 
Six more candidates were baptized. We 
marched through the village, singing, to 
the place where three days before six 


converted sinners had been “ buried in the 
likeness of Christ's death.” When we re- 
turned to the house after the baptism, the 
hymn was poured forth from swelling 
hearts — 


“ Lord, make my heart an altar fit for Thee.” 
I can never forget that scene. 


Baptisms at Alt-Danzig. On Surd.y of 
the preceding week, eleven converts 
were baptized in Alt-Danzig. 

At the passover in April, we enjoyed a 
rich blessing. Many brethren were with 
us from far and near, — among them br. 
Ondra from Neudorf. The school-house 
where we usually hold our meetings was 
too small, and the brethren resolved to 
hold the service in the church. There 
was preaching in the a. M. by br. Ondra 
and in the p. m. by br. Reigel. The au- 
dience was so large that the church could 
scarcely hold them all. After the service, 
there was a church meeting, when ten 
converts, men and women, were examined 
and received, and immediately baptized. 
Br. Ondra made a brief address at the 
water to the candidates and the assembly, 
founded on Matt. 21: 23-27. Thus the 
first of the passover days was concluded, 
and ten believing souls had “ put on 
Christ.” 

On Monday, the second passover day, 
br. Ondra preached in the forenoon, after 
which the marriage ceremony was per- 
formed. In the afternoon was a love-feast, 
which was protracted till two hours be- 
yond midnight. This was the first time a 
love-feast had been held in this church, 
and everything was spirited and encourag- 
ing. The brethren from abroad spoke of 
the work of the Lord in their own places 
of abode and in their own hearts, thus 
edifying and rejoicing the children of 
God. On Tuesday a conference was 
held from nine till half past one. At the 
close the brethren from abroad spoke a 
few parting words, and the assembly, by 
a standing vote, thanked them for their 
visit. The whole was closed by sing- 
ing — 

“ Brethren, the hand of love receive.” 

We felt in our souls that we were one 
in Christ, and it was, and is still our most 
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earnest wish that we may still live to 
Him. It is all the Lord’s doing, and it is 
marvelous in our eyes. We thanked 
God, and felt that the bond of love united 
us more firmly. We separated with the 
wish often to enjoy such feasts, The wish 
was general that the conference might be 
regularly held in future, as a means of 
drawing the brethren in Russia into a 
closer union, 


Lerrer From Mr. N. LARSEN. 


Meeting of the Danish Association. 
The Annual Conference of the Danish 
churches was held in Jetzmark, Jutland, 
June 30 to July 3. The delegates pres- 
ent numbered 18, besides other visiting 
brethren. Br. S. Hansen was elected 
Moderator and br. L. Jakobsen and N. 
Larsen, Clerks. As the missionary work 


is the very soul of the Conference, the 
brethren were first called upon for reports 
concerning the field and their labors in it. 
Three missionaries spoke first, and then 
the pastors of the churches. 

From the reports it appears that peace 


and union prevail in all the churches. 
Some of them have had delightful acces- 
sions, and speak of good prospects for the 
extension of the kingdom of God. Oth. 
ers have had a year of drought, partly 
owing to the want of laborers, and partly 
because the members are so scattered 
that labor for them is extremely difficult. 
The opposition of the church party is felt 
everywhere; but many doors have been 
opened for the truth, and it is hoped that 
as soon as they can be entered, much fruit 
will be gathered for the kingdom of God. 
One of the missionaries, since the Con- 
ference of the year 1869, has held 491 
meetings, and another, 250. In some 
places, particularly in Jutland, often two 
or three meetings have been held on 
week days; they have been well attended 
and we expect to see some fruits. 

Ia many of the churches there are day 
schools, attended by the children of the 
members, and which have enjoyed a Di- 
vine blessing. .One brother has given 
eighty dollars to promote the interests of 
these schools. In many places there are 
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very interesting Sabbath-schools, partic- 
ularly in Copenhagen and Veile. That 
in Copenhagen numbers about seventy 
scholars, besides older pupils from 14 to 
24 years of age. These are instructed by 
the pastor, br. Koebner. In Veile there 
are 45 pupils. 


State of the Churches. The impression 
derived from all the reports is that the 
Lord is with us, and that He calls upon 
us for renewed activity in His vineyard. 
The history of our missionary efforts ren- 
ders this very evident. Three years ago 
we resolved to support two missionaries. 
A friend had promised us something, and 
we trusted that with an effort we could 
raise the remainder, The missionaries 
therefore were appointed, when at once 
it appeared that we were to have no more 
money from this beloved friend, so that 
we must collect double the sum we had 
anticipated, We hope the Lord blessed 
us in our work. But now it seems nec- 
essary for br. Koebner to go to England 
again to make collections. 


Topics of Discussion. The other pro- 
ceedings of the Conference had reference 
to the school for training preachers, — 
which must not be allowed to fail, — the 
care of souls, the examination of brethren 
who are called to preach, regeneration, 
election, and things concerning chiefly our 
church duties and relations. There was 
mnch discussion on regeneration, but not 
much on election. We found ourselves, 
I trust, not far from the standard of truth. 
May the Lord guide us into all truth, for 
the glory of His holy name. 

We had full meetings every evening. 

-On the Sabbath morning following the 
Conference, our meeting was held in a 
large barn, and we had numerous hearers, 
In the afternoon we had a love-feast. At 
two o’clock, in the prese..ce of about 300, 
after preaching, we celebrated the Lord’s 
Supper, and the Lord was near us and 
blessed us. We had the pleasure of sing- 
ing hymns of praise out of the new Danish 
Hymn Book prepared by br. Koebner. 
And now to the eternal God, Father 
Son, and Holy Ghost, be honor and glory 
forever, Amen.

THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE 
OF MISSIONARIES. 


The Rev. E. E. Jenkins, M. A., for- 
merly missionary in India, said at the 
Wesleyan Missionary Meeting in London : 
It has been said by journals of great au- 
thority that missionaries are, for the most 
part, illiterate men, who have a peculiar 
talent for embarrassing governments and 
impecing civilization. I do not think that 
the history of the promulgation of Chris- 
tianity in India will support that very 
charitable estimate of the missionary’s 
worth. As for the first charge — Who 
translated the Bible into fifteen Indian 
languages? The missionaries. Who are 
the authors of the best grammars and 
lexicons that illustrate and expound those 
languages? Beschi, and Yates, and 
Winslow — missionaries. Who were the 
pioneers of the researches which, under 
Wilson and Max Miller, have brought to 
light the treasures of Pali and Sanskrit ? 
Yates, and Gogerly, and Spence Hardy 
— missionaries. Who have contributed 
to literature the most minute and trust- 
worthy accounts of the manners, the cus- 
toms, the religions and the castes of the 
Hindu races? The missionaries. Who 
are the leaders in that intellectual crusade 
against the tyranny and the ruthless in- 
tolerance of the old Brahminical system, 
that vast superstructure of error, which, 
thank God, is now nodding to its fall? 
Not Chunder Sen and his colleagues, but 
the missionaries. So much for their want 
of scholarship and culture. I will only 
add, therefore, in refuting the charge of 
illiterateness, that Medhurst and Morri- 
son, of China, Ellis, of Madagascar, and 
your own Calvert, of Fiji, have given as 
good an account of the progress of edu- 
cation in their respective missions, and of 
their own share in it, as I can do of the 
missionary’s part in the education of In- 
dia. The policy of all the great mission- 
ary bodies in India has been a policy of 
instruction. They avow as their para- 
mount aim the conversion of the natives 


to Christ. Were they to conceal that — 
were they, in attempting to conform to 
the Christless morality of the age, to keep 
their Master in the background, whatever 
they migbt call themselves, they would 
cease to be Missionary Societies. But 
with the dogmatic preaching of the Cross 
the Indian missionaries have ever associ- 
ated the systematic education of the 
young and the welfare of popular litera- 
ture. 

When our political journals and secular 
Indian reformers are specifying, as an in- 
stance of the regeneration of India, that 
the natives have changed their views on 
female education, and that schemes for 
the elevation of their women are being 
projected and carried out by the people 
themselves, it must not be forgottea that 
the first attempts to overcome native 
prejudice on this subject were made by 
missionaries ; that they first succeeded in 
establishing female schools; that with re- 
spect to the stubborn controversy which 
has now ended in victory for woman’s 
rights, the burden and heat of that great 
fight were borne by missionaries ; and to 
the elevating sentiments of social justice 
as against the tyranny of priestly tradi- 
tion, which are now fermenting the native 
public opinion, the leaven of those prin- 
ciples was hid in the native mass by mis- 
sionary hands. Several of those reforms 
in the law of inheritance and property, 
which are now conferring a boon on all 
classes of the Hindus, were first carried 
out to meet the exigencies of Christian 
converts. In fact, look where I may 
upon the various.and comprehensive im- 
provements in the mental and civil con- 
dition of the people, in the legislation of 
the government, and in the productive 
resources of the country, my difficulty is 
to find a single beneficent change which 
does not bear upon it some impress of 
missionary labor. I said missionary la- 
bor ; not missionary intermeddling with 
politics; not missionary gunboats, but 
legitimate missionary work, the diffusion 
of that Gospel in whose hand, over and 
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above the great salvation which it is her 
highest mission to grant, is every other 
good and perfect gift, both for a man and 
for a nation of men —good laws, good 
maxims for rulers, good examples for 
subjects, and the best inspiration for the 
duties of life. So much for the charge 
that missionaries embarrass governments. 

I am almost ashamed to have mar- 
shalled together facts so obvious to sup- 
port an argument with which you must be 
so familiar; but I have ventured these ob- 
servations to re-state the position of the 
missionary character, — against those who 
either asperse it as mischievous, or would 
put it aside as having no place among 
the really regenerating forces of the pres- 
ent age. Sir, it is a light thing for us to 
be judged of man’s judgment, for He that 
judgeth us is the Lord ; but while we 
shall allow no earthly judgment to pre- 
scribe our task, or define our course, or 
settle the value of our work, we do not 
despise the judgment of men. So far as 
India is concerned, we are thankful for 
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the inspection of criticism. We challenge 
the government, the press, and the obser- 
vation of those eminent persons who oc- 
casionally visit the East from Europe and 
America, to examine the quality of our 
Indian work, to visit our stations, to in- 
spect our schools, to read our publica- 
tions, to walk over our Christian villages, 
and to declare frankly whether we do not 
as a whole bring light with us into the 
dark places of the country, whether we 
do not stir the deadly torpor of supersti- 
tion by the breath of a healthy intellec- 
tual agitation, whether we do not in any 
given neighborhood induce the people 
to repudiate many destructive errors, 
and relinquish many shameful practices ; 
whether the word which we preach does 
not make the people who hear it more 
amenable to the laws of civil reform. 
The fact is, the progress of missionary 
labor through the populations of India is 
the track of a river through the desert, 
and everything liveth whithersoever that 
river cometh. — Christian Work.

OVERLAND LETTERS. 


The Treasurer makes up his foreign mail on Tuesday of each week, when the letters, that may 
have been sent to the Rooms for that purpose, with the official vorrespondence, are mailed. On 
letters to China and Siam the postage is 36 cts. per half ounce, and on those to India, Burmah, 
and Assam, 30 cts. per half ounce, all via Marseilles. When there are several letters to one ad- 
dress, a saving can frequently be made, so that 20 cts. will meet the average expense. 

It is desirable that the friends, sending private letters to missionaries, prepay their postage, as 
otherwise it is‘properly chargeable to the missionary. Letters sent to the Rooms, to be forwarded, 
should therefore be inclosed in an envelope, directed to F. A. Smith, Treasurer, 12 Bedford Street, 
Boston, with 20 cts. for the postage, and they will be forwarded with the first mail for the station 
designated. 

BOXES AND PARCELS FOR MISSIONARIES. 


There are no regular opportunities of sending out goods, as ships sail at uncertain intervals; 
but, in general, it is well to send packages to the Rooms as soon as prepared, that they may be 
ready for the first ship. Care should be taken, in making up parcels, packing boxes, &c., to 
prevent damage of goods from placing too near them articles liable to be affected by extreme heat 
or other change of climate. 

Whenever goods are sent for missionary stations, advice thereof should immediately be given to 
the Treasurer by mail, describing the box, or package, sufficiently for him to identify it. A general 
schedule of the contents, with the valuation, should also be given, as these are necessary for insur- 
ance, as also for Custom House and shipping purposes. Particular attention is called to this point, 
as for want of it much trouble has often been experienced.
